type of refinery).

But the real nerve centre of this 


far Northwestern corner of Sask- |. 


atchewan is Uranium City. As we 
‘flew past the now silent Goldfields 
mine, the well-planned stréets of 
Saskatchewan’s most northerly 
.community appeared to the north. 

‘Uranium City is strategically lo- 
cated half way between the barge 


. port on Lake Athabasca and the|. 
end of the road at Eldorado, the|- 


federal government's crown-owned 
company. It has.a modern school 
and one of*SasKatchewan’s better 
‘hotels (complete with running wa- 
ter, beer parlor and one of the best 
lunch counters and dining rooms 
to be found in the entire province). 

The northern town, now just two 
years of age, has one other strik- 
ing feature. The spirit of the fron- 
tier has extended itself into the 
field of journalism and today two. 
miméographed newspapers seek to 
serve the town and trading area. 
One of the newspapers expressed 
the. fear that still another journal 
might appear-on-the “scerfe-at a 
moment. 

. Like most mining communities 
throughout Canada no oné is quite 
sure what will happen next. .To- 
morrow may bring boom or depres- 
sion. It all depends ‘on the’ world 
demand for uranium and whether 
other ‘rich’ strikes: nearer civil- 
ization: might be able to reach the 
given market quicker and cheaper: 
Prospectors’ ‘headquarters 

Wherever you go in the area you 
are. almost bound to see marked 
claims. The settlement thrives on 
the prospectors who make the 
town their headquarters.

He told us that the process de- 
veloped at Eldorado was developed 
by Canadians and that many of 
its techniques were secret.

The ore frorn the mines is crush- 
ed into a fine dust then brought 
into stlution in hug: vats. The 
chemical precipitate is then with- 
drawn from the solution and fur- 
ther . refined. until a pure sodium 
salt of uranium (it looks for all 
the world like dry refined mustard) 
is produced. . 

Mr. Barrett and the mill super- 
‘intendent, P. W. Mancantelli, said 
that, the 500 employees of Eldor- 
ado had little trouble with radio- 
activity. The secret of beating this 
 peccig was Zood ventilation.. Ac- 
ually, uranium is not too. radio- 
active until it undergoes certain 
isotope changes induced by atomic 
bombardment,

Residents of picturesque Eldor- 
ado say life there is wonderful. 
They'll admit the winter is tough, 
but the beautiful summer, with 
loads of sunshine and beautiful 
Beaverlodge Lake, more than 
makes up for winter harshness. 
Swimming was common in the 
lake by the last week of June. 
The lake has good fishing and the 
many , boat owners have great 
sport on its well-protected waters. 

Mr, Barrett said that the area 
had little rainfall all year and 
could be considered in many ways 
a near desert. Since May 1, 1954, 
there were only 214 days of rain. 
He feels that it is the finest’ and 
most beautiful mining camp ‘with 
which he has been associated. 

As-our pontoons danced off the 
water, and the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment Airways’ Norseman climb- 
ed over the granite hills into the 
air above Uranium City and El- 
dorado, we became convinced that 
we had seen an area of Saskat- 
chewan which was bound by. des- 
tiny to become. one of the richest 
mining areas of the world. 

Prospectors are busy clawing its 
hillshides, listening to the crack- 
ling of their gieger counters, with 
the hope of a “rich” strike at 
the end of their trail. But these 
aspects of frontier life are already 
showing signs of disappearing as 
the réally. “rich” strikes are be- 
coming mines and focusing the 
attention of the world and the 
atomic industry on Saskatche- 
wan’s North.

It was a beautiful morning when we left Stony Rapids, 
the pivot of our trip.and, with an early start, we had hoped 
to catch up on our itinerary which, had been running half 


a day behind through a plane hold-up at Big River.

a short stop on Cree Lake, we had hoped to he in La Ronge 
for lunch. But we never made it! 


Radio contact with Foster sta- 
tion (we couldn’t get through to 
La Ronge) told us the Lac la 
Ronge area was the centre of a 
heavy layer of clouds and that visi- ' 
bility wouldn’t permit a landing. 
So we decided to. lay over on Cree 


until we could get an all-clear sig- | 


nal from La Ronge. As it tuned 
out, we were happy that the gods 


of chance interfered, because the - 


hours we spent on Cree—oue of 
the most beautiful lakes in fhe 
North—were among the . most 
pleasant we had on the trip. 


Only vegetable garden seen 


It was on Cree that we saw the | 


only vegetable garden coming to . 


our attention .since leaving the 
South. The three old settlers-—who 
operate a two-cabin tourist lodge, 
carry on commercial fishing, 100k 
after a DNR, two-way radio-com- 
munication station, and do a little 
trapping in the winter, — have 
hacked small plots out of the 
scrubby land and are~cultivating 


peas, carrots, potatoes and rhu- |; 


barb. They compared favorably to 
what you have in your own garden. 
But this garden industriousness is 
an. exception above the 54th payer 
lel, in our experience. 


It was at Cree, too, that the 
. male members of our party. re- 
verted to the days of ‘childhood. 
Cree lake, a veritable gem of love- 
ly clear water, is surrounded by 
sweeping fine-sand beaches, .also 
an exception in the North, and the 
itch to take a swim in its below- 
70-degree water became so strong 
that the sever males“in” the" party: 
left the lady photographer strand- 
ed with the old settlers at Wetzel’s 
. Station and hied themselves to a 
secluded beach—out of telescopic- 
camera range! — for a back-to- 
nature swim. The .only eye-wit- 
nesses to that strip-tease were the 
inquisitive low-flying: pelicans, and 
they’ll never tell what they ‘saw. 
. It was a rejuvenated bunch of 
men who returned to Wetzel’s sta-. 
tion to rescue the lady photogra- 
pher from her boredom, Boredom? 
We learned that the moment’ we 
left the station, the old settlers 
retired to their cabin, where they 
hhibernated until our return! The 
only women they weren't afraid 
of were the calendar-girls that 
decorated their cabin walls! 


Case of rations “borrowed” . 


Dinner-time came and went and 
‘still no report. from La Ronge, 
though our chief guide, Earl 
Dodds, with the northern district 
of the Department of Natural Re- 
sources, tried repeatedly to get 
through ‘for it. It wasn’t until 
around 3:30 p.m. that Foster gave 
us the green light and prepara- 
tions were made ‘to take off.”’ Be- 
cause the. old settlers’ larder 
wouldn’t permit giving us a much- 
needed meal, Dodds “borrowed” an 
emergency case of fations from 
the D.N.R. stores at Wetzel’s sta- 
tion and fed’us.en route to Nisto- 
wiak, where we decided to ‘drop 
down for a fish before proceeding 
to La Ronge. That’ meal of pilot’s 
biscyits, peanut butter, jam and 
tomato juice | vhit. the spot, believe 
me! 

Nistowiak, famous for its pike 
and pickerel, wasn't too kind to 


us. We whipped its waters; with 


every kind of bait in our kits, but 
failed to bring in anything fit. for 
a picture. Our total “take” were 
four walleyes and five jacks. But 
we did see something that was

Mistletoe distinct 
as Yule decoration 


Mistletoe, that distinctive 
Christmas green so common in 
many parts of America, is usual- 
ly thought of as merely good ‘holi- 
day decoration or as a creator of 
open season on ladies fair for 
otherwise bashful swains. 


Mistletoe did not always hold 
this position in our lives, The 
Druids called it “all-heal’, ahd 
thought it held many miraculots 
virtues. The Scandinavians dedi- 
cated it to their goddess of love, 
Friga. Probably this goddess of 
love is responsible for the custom 
| of kissing under the mistletoe, 


The power to heal, to protect 
against sickness, to perform mag- 
ic deeds, all these and more are 
the qualities ascribed to this plant 
in legends, traditions and even in 
ancient histories and literature, 

Mistletoe is a pardsite which in- 
fests branches of. various trees of 
both hardwood and conifers, but 
|mainly in hardwoods. One species 
is found exclusively, however, on 
conifers. 

Among the Celts and others 
mistletoe which grew from the 
oak was considered to have pe- 
culiar magical virtues not posses- 
sed by that from. any other trees. 
Some even considered it so rare 
as to be- only cut with a gold 
knife. | ° 

Another old tradition is that the 
mistletoe supplied the wood for 
the holy cross, as previous to that 
| time it was a forest tree but af- 
| ter the crucifixion was condemned 
to exist only as a dwarf parasite. 
| Mistletoe was taken over into 
the. Christidn tradition in due 
| course and dedicated to the Christ 
Child. An old rhyme reads: 

The mistletoe bough 

At our Christmas board 
Shall hang to the honor 

Of Christ our Lord,

The Holy Thorn 
of. Glastonbury , 


In honor of the -Hawthora, 
which legendarily shielded Christ 
while he rested in the woods be- 
fore the crucifixjén, Joseph of 
Arimathaea chose a thorn staff 
when he started on hi& long jour- 
ney to Britain shortly after the 
death of Christ. Arriving at last 
at his now home in Glastonbury, 
Joseph stuck his walking stick 
into the ground; the staff began 
to grow and soon acquired the 
habit of producing flowers each 
Christmas Eve, 


The first literary mention of 
the thorn is contained in Hearne’s 
History “and Antiquities of Glas- 
tonbury, published in 1722.'In this 
work, Mr. Eyston states: ‘“‘Wheth- 
er it sprang from St. Joseph of 
Arimathaea’s dry staff, I cannot 
find, but beyond: all, dispute it 
sprang up miraculously.” 

When Britain adopted the Greg- 
orian calendar in 1753, 2,000 per- 
sons assembled at Glastonbury on 
December 25—new style—to see 
if the Holy Thorn would bloom 
in agreement with the new calen- 
dar; when it did not, many refus- 
ed to participate in the usual ob- 
servances of Christmas. The evil 
of changing calendars was proven 
when the thorn blossomed on Jan- 
uary 5—Christmas Eve—old:style 
—and many ministers in the vicin- 
ity of Glastonbury appeased their 
congregations.by announcing that 
Christmas would be observed ac- 
cording to the old calendar. 

A cutting of the Glastonbury 
thorn was brought to America in 
1900 and planted near St. Alban’‘s 
school in Washington, D.C., by the 
late Right Rev. Henry Gates Sat- 
terlee. The cutting grew into a 
tree, blossoming for the first time 
in December, 1918; since then, it 
has blossomed each year at Christ- 
mastime and attracts’ thousands 
of visitors annually. 


THE ORIGIN 
OF THE CRACKER 


. Christmas crackers’: originated 

in Britain some 70-years ago. The 
idea was ‘brought back from a 
continental holiday by Tom Smith, 
a confectioner and maker of wed- 
ding cake oraments. Tom saw a 
French ‘confectioner make his 
candies more attractive by wrap- 
ping them in tissue paper. That 
Christmas, he wrapped. his 
sugared almonds in this way. 
Later, to make the packages more 
entertaining he included a loving 
mesage in each wrapping and so 
began the present day Cracker.
